Third Crovsing,’' which is above 
Louiseville, the carriage was strack by a 
freight train on the C, P. R, bound for 
Mootreal and all three lad’es were 
instantly killed, The two children 
escaped withduta scratch. At the time 
of the accident they were in their mother's 
arms, and when the dead asd manuled 
lodies were picked up by the train hands, 
the children were locked in their mother's 
arms and complaining bitterly of being 
heid too tight. The bodies were taken to 
Louiseville and the coroner al Three 
Rivers was summoned and an inquest has 
been ordered for this aft.rnoon. It 
“ppeare that the train was running at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour at the time, 
Mrs, Dostaler aod Mrs. Piche were 
instantly killed and Miss Piche died about 
an hour later. Iho accident occurred 
four miles west of Louiseville, on a 
straight piece of track, and surprise is 
expressed that the ladies did not notice 
the approaching train in time. The 
unfortunate people were thrown a con- 
siderable distance by the shock. When 
picked up Mrs. Dosialer and Mrs. Pache 
were found to be dead, whiie Miss Piche 
was still alive, bat unconscious, The

MISS MATHER’S MISTAKE 
Romeo ana Juliet Nearly Knds in a 
Real Tragedy. 

Peterboro, Ont., Sep. 27.—The present- 
ation of Romeo aud Juliet in Bradburn's 
Opera house last eyening by Miss 
Margaret Mather and her compauy very 
pearly resulted in a real tragedy that 
would have robbed the stage of one of 
its brightest ornaments. The trick dagger 
which Miss Mather used in the last scene 
had been stolen at Kingston, and last 
night she used a sharp dagger belonging 
to oneof the company. In the intensity 
of her zeal in acting she forgot about the 
change in the weapons, and when she 
rose in anguish from the prostrate form of 
the poisened Romeo she plunged the 
dagger into her breast. The sharp point 
of the weapon went through her corsets 
and pierced the flesh a little below 
the heart. Despite the pain and bleed- 
ing, boweyer, she finished the scene 
amid the plaudits of the audience, who 
were unaware that any real pain was 
suffered. The members of the company 
inthe wings heard Miss Mather give a 
sharp scream when she strack herself 
with the dagger, and knew that some- 
thing was wrong. They waited anxiously 
until the curtain dropped, and hurried to 
her. The wound was bleeding freely, 
and her clothes were saturated with blood, 
She was carried, half fainting, to the 
dressing room, where Dr. Yelland dressed 
the’ wound. Fortunately the -wound4, 
although painful, was not serious, the 
corsets haying arrested the force of the 
blow ; otherwise the Ju'iet of the evening 
would really bave died from a dagyer in 
her own bands,

NOT WANTED HERE 

A very fair and reasonable 
letter on the liquor question in 
the North-West is that which 
we publish in another column 
and which we find in the Tor- 
onto Mail. Its facts appear to 
be correct as far as we know 
and its deductions seem to be 
unobjectionable in ihe inain.

speakers and intoxicated philan- 
thropists have been indulging 
at the expense of the North- 
West. We denounce the scan- 
dalous inventions of intemper- 
ate conventions which represent 
the North-West Territories as 
given over to ram and crime.

In Halifax 
and in Moncton the Government 
organs haye been advocating a 
dissolution. These journals profess 
to believe that the present is, in the 
Maritime Provinces at least, the 
most favorable time for the Govern- 
ment. The Premier has but recent- 
ly returned trom the East.

N. B., Oct. 3.- The mammoth 
meeting to-night at the rink of 5,000 
persons was addressed by Mr, Skinner, 
M. P.; Prof. Weldon, M, P.; Sir Jobn 
Macdonald, Sir J. 8. D. Thompson, Hon, 
G. FE, Foster and Hon. C. H, Tupper in 
eloquent speeches, There was great 
euthusiasm and the meeting has an 
important political signification, The 
principal topic was the McKinley Bill. 
Those present regarded it a8 a crisis in 
the history of the Canadian people and 
advised them to bs hopeful and firm, 
The policy of the Government would be 
to seek other markets. Canada 1s now in 
& position, from the perfection of its 
system of public works and communica- 
tion, to overcome the crisis which would 
have been impossible a few years ago. 
The Government 1s not responsible for it 
but will do allitcan to promote amity 
and freer trade, Sir J, 8, OD. Thompson 
said that tho United States had sought 
to coerce Canada into annexation. The 
latter would dograde itself to aow sur- 
rendoreven atthe cost of allits trade 
with the Americans. Hon. C.H.Tupper's 
speech was inspiring while Mr, Foster 
made a magnificent effort. The Premier 
received a wondertul ovation. He spoke 
of the great work of building up the 
finest system of inland navigation and 
railways in the world, In times past we 
might be thought to be begging favors of 
the United States; now we must look to | 
the British market, to China, Japan, 
A>stralia, ete, The refusal of the United 
States to trade with us would turn to 
victory. He predicted that shorcly the 
Australia and Atlantic steamship lines 
would be making ot Canada a great 
Lritish trade thoroughfare independen; 
of the Kepublic to our south, From 
these speeches the Canadian Govern 
ment evidently intends assisting to 
develop new trade lines in all directions, |

NOTES FROM THE SOUTH 
Lineham's Mill, 


Mr. Linebam's mil, at Sheep Creek 
employs 14 men and cuts above 15,000 
sup. ft. of lumber daily, Mr. Lineham 
is sawing lathe, shingles, ceilmg 


jetuff, boards and all other kinds of 


lumber for houses, stables, ete. The 
ranchers formerly had to go to the foot 
hills for logs for their vorrals; but Mr. 
Lineham supplies them with slabs which 
answer the same purpose, In fact, no 
part of the log is wasted; even the saw- 
dust is used for fuel, There has beena 
goud demand for the mill's product from 
old as well as new settlers, and there is 
quite a large body of sawn lumber in the 
yard to meet the calls that will be made 
up to the time that sawing will be 
resumed inthe spring, and allowing for 
ths necessary seasoning ef the lumber, 
There are now in hand only logs enough 


to keep the mill going for two or three: 


weeks, and these will be sawed up be~ 
fore winter if they are needed; but mean 

time the mill is shut down for the season 

The present dam having been 
found inadequate it is intended to build 
a much larger and more substantial one ; 
and this work has already commenced, 


lt is understood that the Sheep Creek 
post office will presently be removed 
from the old crossing (MeMillan’s) to 
Lineham’s ill, 


Sheep Creek Crossing. 

The crossing of Sheep Creek remains 
a disgrace to the ‘Llerritories. The 
fording here when the river is high is 
exceedingly dangerous, Five or six 
horses have been drowned here lately 
and the public may expect to hear of 
human lives being lost if something be 
not done to provide a bridge without de 
lay. The matter was before the Dominion 
Government last session, but nothing was 
done, The bridge must necessarily be 
an expensive one, butit we are to bhaye 
the present paternal system of govern- 
ment continued the Domixion should see 
to it that through their neglect lives are 
not sacrificed, even_taough the erection 
of a bridge over Sheep creek costs some 
money, The great thorougfares of the 
country must be maintained either by the 
Dominion or the Territcrial Government, 
and the former should either build Sheep 
Creek bridge or place the Territorial Gove 
ernment in funds to do it, The matter 
will not admit of further delay. There 
is not the slightest doubt of the difficul- 
culties attending the fording cf Sheep 
Creek and High River having greatly re- 
tarded settlement of the country beyond, 


The High River round up will 


be 
wound upinaday or two, The party 
were at Stimson’s on Taursday last, The 


Willow Creek round up is atill in full 
operation and will jast a week longer, 


At Dunbow, Messrs, Begg and Rose 
are running a batchering business which 
requires tho killing of one to three #teers 
a week, They supply ranchers and 
and farmers all around that section ot the 
country with fresh beef.
